Claim lis rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Loverinch. 

Loverinch shows a first clamp arm 53 engaging a workpiece 54. Loverinch 
does not show what is engaging the opposite side of the workpiece to keep the 4 
workpiece stationary. The examiner takes the position that there is a stationary 
engagement of the opposite side of the workpiece and that such stationary engagement 
member may be termed a second clamping arm. Loverench includes a first driving 
source 1 1 and a power transmission mechanism 13. The over-center crank rod 
constitutes a clamping force applying portion. Spring 43 which maintains an over 
center condition of the clamp may be termed a second driving source for applying a 
clamping force. 

Claims 2-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's remarks have been given careful consideration. In particular 
applicant remarks that "the only driving source described in the Loverench reference is 
the electric motor(1 1 )". It is apparent that applicant has chosen to ignore the part of 
the Loverench reference which describes spring 43 as maintaining the over center 
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condition of the clamp and thus may appropriately be described as a second driving 
source.
